AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, 
FLORIDA, AMENDING THE UNIFIED LAND 
DEVELOPMENT CODE OF PALM BEACH 
COUNTY AS ADOPTED BY ORDINANCE 92-20 
AS AMENDED; AMENDING SECTION 4.8 
IMPACT FEE REVIEW COMMITTEE ; 
AMENDING SECTION 10.1.C REGARDING 
EXEMPTIONS; AMENDING SECTION 10.1.F 
REGARDING INDEPENDENT FEE 
CALCULATION STUDY; AMENDING SECTION 
10.1.K REGARDING CREDITS; AMENDING 
SECTION 10.2 COUNTY DISTRICT 
REGIONAL AND BEACH PARKS IMPACT FEE; 
AMENDING SECTION 10.3 FIRE RESCUE 
IMPACT FEE; AMENDING SECTION 10.4 
LIBRARY IMPACT FEE; AMENDING SECTION 
10.5 LAW ENFORCEMENT IMPACT FEE; 
AMENDING SECTION 10.6 PUBLIC 
BUILDING IMPACT FEE; AMENDING 
SECTION 10.7 SCHOOL SITE ACQUISITION

PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN 
CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR 
INCLUSION IN THE UNIFIED LAND 
DEVELOPMENT CODE; PROVIDING FOR AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, Palm Beach County Ordinance 92-20 provided 
for adoption of the Unified Land Development Code (ULDC) 
pursuant to chapter 163, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, ULDC, Article 10 sets forth a series of 
impact. fees =o generate a portion of the funds required to 
defray the costs of providing adequate public facilities 
necessitated by new development; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has 
determined that in order to State the public health, safety 
and welfare, it is necessary to clarify and render more 
efficient the administration of the impact fee regulatory 


scheme through text amendments to ULDC Article 10, Impact Fees 
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and Article 4 Decisionmaking, Administrative & Enfcrcement 
Bodies; and 

WHEREAS, the Bcard of County Commissioners has 
determined that in order to promote the public health, safety 
and welfare, Palm Beach County must amend. certain impact fees 
in order to continue to provide adequate public facilities 
necessitated by new development; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County “Commissioners has 
determined that the fees established by this Ordinance are 
derived from, based upon, but do not exceed the costs of 
providing adequate public facilities necessitated by the new 
land developments for whicn the fees are levied; and 

WHEREAS, the Bcard of County Commissioners has 
determined that the report entitled “Technical Memorandum on 
the Update of Impact Fees,” dated August 1997, sets forth a 
reasonable methodology and analysis for the determination of 
the impact of new development on the need for and costs for 
adequate public facilities in Palm Beach County; and 

WHEREAS, chapter 163, Florida Statutes, provides 
that a chartered County may exercise such authority over 
municipalities as provided for in its charter; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Charter proviaces that 
County Ordinances shall prevail over conflicting municipal 
ordinances in matters related to certain impact fees; and 

WHEREAS, chapter 125, Florida Statutes, authorizes 
the Board of County Commissioners to adopt ordinances to 
exercise its powers not inconsistent with general or special 


law. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF 


COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 


SECTION 1. ADOPTION OF AMENDMENT TO THE UNIFIED 
LAND DEVELOPMENT CODE 


The Unified Land Development Code of Palm Beach 
County is hereby amended as set forth in Exhibit 1, attached 
hereto and made a part hereof. 

SECTION 2. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT: 

All local laws and ordinances applying to Palm Beach 
County in conflict with any provision of this ordinance are 
hereby repealed to the extent of any such conflict. 

SECTION 3. SEVERABILITY: 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, 
or word of this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court 
to be unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding 
shall not affect the remainder of this ordinance. 

SECTION 4. INCLUSION IN THE UNIFIED LAND 
DEVELOPMENT CODE: 

The provision of this ordinance shall become and be 
made a part of the Unified Land Development Code of Palm Beach 
County, Florida. The Sections of the ordinance may be 
renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the word 
"ordinance" may be changed to "section," "article," or any 
other appropriate word. 

SECTION 5. EFFECTIVE DATE: 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become 


effective upon filing with the Department of State.
